In doing só, 
he contrived to throw new light 
on bodies of facts with which 
economists doubtless have been 
familiar, but whose collective 
significance yet has to gain 
general acceptance.

Beddy’s admirable exposition 
we select a few of his more 
striking comparisons, in the 


readers to pursue more exhaus- 
tive studies of phenomena which 
are of such deep and immediate 
importance to the future of Ire- 
land. Says Dr. Beddy : 
“Denmark is not only & 
smaller country than Eire, but | Eccl 
her climate is less equable, her| Alt 
soils are in general lighter and 
rer; she has no coal or no 
water-power to compensate for 
its absence; nor has she any 
iron or other metallic ores to 
serve as a basis for industrial| to 
activities.

living. 

When the author proceeded to 
establish these conclusions by a 
detailed examination of facts and 
figures, some truly startling com- 
parisons appeared. Among them 
was the fact that, while the popu- 
lation of Denmark was about 
half that of the twenty-six 
counties sixty years ago, it now 
is very considerably higher. While 
the number of Ireland’s rural 

ents continued to diminish 
sharply, that of Denmark's 
increased, and her urban dwellers|! 
rose to five times the numbers of 
sixfy years ago. Concurrently 
with that advance in industrial 


continued so to make headway 
that her exports of eggs, butter 
and bacon rose to £40,000,000, [mad 
as against our corresponding 
exports of £6,000,000 annually.
